Parables as a means of conveying 
trulh reaehcd porfcetion in Ihe 
hands of Iho Master Teacher, Jesus. 
Taking short stories of well-known 
events or facts from daily life, He 
presented profound truth in the 
most simple and attractive form. 

Except for the parable of the 
four kinds of seed which He inter- 
preted (Matt. i;i:10-2;j), He left it to 
His listeners to make their own ap- 
plication. This has led to some dif- 
ference of opinion, but in general 
the parables arc received as excel- 
lent and helpful portions of God's 
Word. 

In the two passages of Scripture 
assigned for our lesson, we have five 
parables, each with a distinctive 
message, yet together pointing out 
that there is a time of growth lead- 
ing to harvest and judgment, and 
that our gracious God has at great 
cost provided a way of redemption. 

I. Normal Growth Is lllcsscd 

'.:t\ (Mark 4:26-2D). 

God is patient. He awaits the 
normal, healthy, steady growth of 
the seed. Man is so impatient he 
must have forced giowth, artificial 
stimulation, and even artificial rip- 
ening of the fruit. 

The same attitude entei-s into his 
care of his children. Thoy must get 
■-J ahead in sehodl beyond their yuais. 
ic|io»ihy must gel out :ind make a liv- 
ing . long years before they have 
learned to make a life. Wliy not let 
them maturt' in the orderly. God- 
given way? 

The same is true in the work of 
the church. There must be imnie- ' 
diate "tangible" results or he wil! '. 
not give his support. Anyone with | 
judgment knows that spiritual life ! 
takes time to develop, and that . 
spiritual results cannot bo judged ' 
by physical or tangible standards, i 

Seedtime, growing time, normal j 
ripening, then harvest — that is j 
God*s order and it is a good one. i 

H. Abnormal Growth Is Danger- ' 

ous (Mark ■l:30-32). \ 

Normally the mustard tree is a 
small plant, and when it grew into a 
groat tree something abnormal had 
taken place. Birds (which always 
denote something unclean in Scrip- 
ture) came to lodge in its branches. 
Just so, Christianity was never in- 
tended to be made up of a nominally 
Christian world empire in which un- ; 
f^ godly men (the dark birds of the 
/ evil one. Matt. 13:19) should find 

comfortable lodgment. Unfortunate- 
ly, that is just what happened to 
Christianity in the so-callod conquest 
of the Roman empire at the lime of 
Constantino. The results were dis- 
astrous. The same principle is evi- 
dent today in the control of much 
of the church by worldly men. 

HI. lEedcmptinn Is Co.slly (Matt. 
13:44-10). 

While it is true that our redemi> 
'!> tion is worth more llian anything 

else in all the world and that the 
Christian would gladly set aside (or 
would he?) everyliiing for Christ's 
sake, yet that does not fulfill the 
thought of this parable. After all, 
what ha.''#n sinner (whose own righl- 
-..eousne.ss is described in Scripture 
' X'*^ "filthy rags") to sell in order to 
■t\'-^;btain redemption? And is it for 
^ V'-ile? (See Kph. 2:8.) 
) Obviously we here have tlie Sa- 

viour with His all-seeing eye and 
loving heart noting in fallen liuriian- 
ity the pearl of great price, His own 
Churcli. He then gives up all the 
glory He had with the Father, 
comes to the ea.rth, and even be- 
comes sin for us that He may bring 
us to God.* 

Salvation in Christ is no little 
thing, not something which was pur- 
chased with gold or silver, but 
with the preciou.s blood of Christ. 
We ought to value it highly, and 
because we arc bought with a price 
wo ought always la glurify God (I 
Cor. 0:2ft).

NEW YORK.— More than a mil- , 
lion and a half French prisoners of i 
war, informed French circles re- 
port, still wait impatiently for re- 
lease from behind barbed wire bar- 
'riers in camps scattered from the 
Rhineland to central Poland. 

Most of them are working in Ger- 
man factories— both civilian and 
military— or in the fields from which 
,the Reich supplies its armies with 
food. 

Some of them, they say them- 
selves in letters to the folks at home, 
are earnin.q more money than they 
formerly did in civil life in Franco. 
Nearly all of them, judsins from 
a cross' section of their Icttt-rs. arc 
living only for one day— tlic dny 
when they can go home to tlieir 
country and their families. Many 
of them have nut scvn Uicir wives or 
children since early in ID-iO, when 
French army leaves were cancelled 
or postponed prior to the German 
attack which resulted in France's 
defeat. . . 

Sources close to Georges Scapini, 
French ambassador to BetMin, 
charged with negotiating for prison- 
ers' welfare, have estimated the 
total number of released prisoners at 
"not more than 100.000." 

However, one of Scapini's assist- 
ants, in private conversation recent- 
ly, said this figure "could be cut in 
half without materially upsetting the 
truth of what's already happened." 
Get Severe Setbacks. 
Scapini's organization, it has be- 
come known in political circles, suf- 
fered a severe setback in its nego- 
tiations with the Germans after Ad- 
miral Francois Darlans conference 
with Adolf Hitler nt nerchtcsgadcn 
the middle of hist May. 

Darlan came bnck to Paris and 
Vichy, these sources assert, and 
"talked too mucii." He said then 
that the Germnns had agreed in ne- 
gol'ntc the release nf about 200.000 
French pri.sunors. As ii later turned 
cut— and is stil! true tod:ty— what 
German ofileials gave Diiflun to un- 
derstand was that they would con- 
sider favorably convorsnlions point- ; 
ing toward negotiations to rL-lease 
that number of men. 

The difference is subtle— but when 
Darlan made a public statement, 
the French took it for granted that 
soon 200.000 of their men were com- 
ing home. An imm»'nse number of 
letters (lowed into Scapini's ofiice 
asking for information about what 
classes might be included in the new 
contingent, what procedure would 
be followed, and how certain spe- 
cific prisoners cuuld obtain their 
release papers. 

Special Classes Ucleased. 
Up to the present time, Vichy re- 
ports, the only actual classes wliich 
have returned home are the vet- 
erans of the World war and those 
men who have families of four 
or more children or who have 
had near relatives, such as a fa- 
ther or a brother, killed in action. 
Som.e individual prisoners also liave 
gained their freedom because of 
wounds or illness. 

Scapini. a Wurld war veteran with 
an almost 100 per cent disiibility rat- 
ing, works tirelessly for what ho 
calls "My Youngslens." ; 

Scapini, totally blind, crippled nnd 
in need nf constant attendance, also 
has a nervous disordi?r which pro- 
ven:s i;:m fnnn sleeping.
